TERRIFIED screams and 
deafening crashes filled a 
usually peaceful cul-de-sac 
when uniformed police 
swooped on an unsuspecting 
household as part of a series 
of raids. 

The shocked cries were from a 
female tenant at the home in 
Ringlestone, who was first to see the 
officers as they smashed their way 
through the front door on Thursday 
morning. 

The dramatic 9am forced entry was

over in seconds as six officers jumped 
from a marked van, ran to the front 
door and smashed through the front 
door with a heavy ram. 

After spending an hour searching 
the house - using a trained police dog 
- three offenders were marched out 
and into waiting police vehicles. 

The officers had discovered at least 
30 wraps of what is believed to be 
class A drugs, cash and six mobile 
telephones. The suspects - a 27-year- 


old woman and two men, one aged 19 
and the other 35 - were arrested on 
suspicion of being concerned in the 
supply of Class A drugs. 

All were released on bail until April 
26. The house was targeted as part of 
an operation across mid-Kent to catch 
suspected and known burglars. 

Although nothing connected to a 
burglary offence was found in the 
property, officers were pleased with 
their findings. 

Sgt John Marshall, of Maidstone’s 
Tact Team, said: “The aim of the day 
was a concerted drive against bur¬ 
glars. Burglary has a huge impact on

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Band D council 
tax increase 
will total £33

THE average family in 
Maidstone will pay about 
£33 extra in council tax for 
the next financial year - 
with a band D property 
paying a total £1,476.80. 

The overall council tax bill is 
made up of payments to Kent 
County Council, Maidstone council, 
Kent Police Authority and Kent and 
Medway Fire and Rescue Authority. 

Maidstone council has set a 2.49 
per cent increase for 2010/11. 

Leader Cllr Chris Garland said 
the council was able to set a lower 
rate than last year’s 4.46 per cent 
after it found £1.6 million of savings 
- £700,000 from staff budgets. 

Cllr Garland said: “The borough 
has set a budget to protect frontline 
services, invest in jobs and for 
affordable housing. 

“We had to find savings of £1.6m. 
Maidstone people told us they were 
prepared to pay a little extra to 
keep frontline services, provided we 
made savings where we could, par¬ 
ticularly in staff. The increase is the 
council’s lowest in a decade and I 
expect it will be one of the lowest in 
Kent.” 

The budget was agreed after con¬ 
sultation with the public and scruti¬ 
ny committees. 

KCC has set an increase of 2.1 per 
cent and will receive the majority of 
the overall council tax bill. Kent 
Police Authority increased its share 
by 2.99 per cent and Kent and 
Medway Fire and Rescue Authority 
increased its rate by 2.86 per cent. 

From the average band D proper¬ 
ty, KCC will receive £1,047.78, 
Maidstone council will receive 
£222.39, Kent Police Authority will 
receive £138.68 and Kent and 
Medway Fire and Rescue Authority

will receive £67.95. 

The overall council tax settlement 
means Band A homes in Maidstone 
will pay £984.54 this year, which is 
an increase of £21.89 from the 
£962.65 last year. 

Band B will increase by £25.89, 
and households will pay £1,148.62 
instead of last year’s £1,123.09. 

Band C council tax will increase 
by £29.18, bringing the total to 
£1,312.71 up from £1,283.53 last 
year. 

Band D, the average household, 
will increase by £32.82. Families in 
this band will pay £1,476.80 
instead of £1,443.97 last year. 

Band E council tax has increased 
by £40.11, bringing the total to 
£1,804.96 instead of last year’s 
£1,764.85. 

Band F homes were paying 
£2,085.73. This year they will pay 
£2,133.15, an increase of £47.42. 

Band G households will now pay 
£2,461.34, which is an extra £54.72 
from last year’s £2,406.62. 

Band H homes were paying 
£2,887.92 last year, this year they 
will now pay an extra £65.66 bring¬ 
ing the total up to £2,953.60.

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Farewell to lost Scout

A YOUNG Scout leader was laid to 
rest wearing the uniform he had 
loved since he was six years old. 

The funeral of Stephen Young, from Borough 
Green, who was killed in a fall in the Scottish 
Highlands, was held after a memorial service at 
Rochester Cathedral yesterday (Tuesday). 

Hundreds of relatives and friends attended 
to pay their final respects and to celebrate the 
youngster’s life. 

The 18-year-old’s mother, Judy Young, had 
asked guests to wear bright colours on the day 
to represent her son’s “amazing” personality. 
Scouts were also invited to wear their uniforms. 

The teenager was taking part in an annual 
Scout trip to the Cairngorms when he stepped 
on to a shelf of snow and plummeted into the 
void below, on February 15. 

He was airlifted to a hospital in Fort William 
from the 3,701ft high cliff circuit on Creag 
Meagaidh, but was pronounced dead on arrival. 

In a statement, Ms Young, who was also on 
the trip with her brother Andrew, 46, said: 
"Stephen was a unique young man who has 
clearly touched the lives of so many people. He 
meant the world to his whole family.” 

The former Oakwood Park Grammar student 
had been in the Scouting movement since he 
was six. 

Since his death, more than 2,830 members 
have joined a dedicated group on Facebook 
where hundreds of messages, photos and mem¬ 
ories have been posted. 

Many of the members were expected to 
attend yesterday’s service which was conducted 
by the Rev Canon Brenda Hurd. 

Canon Hurd said: “Stephen was an experi¬ 
enced Scout leader who was taken from his 
family in tragic circumstances. He died doing 
something he loved and he was a wonderful 
role model to young people today.” 


The order of service included hymns 
Jerusalem, How Great Thou Art, Leonard 
Cohen’s Hallelujah, the theme from the film 
Top Gun and a campfire song. 

Readings were taken from the Scout Law, The 
Promise, Philippians 3:10-17 and a poem. 

Following the service, guests were invited to 
join the family at Medway Crematorium - 
where mourners were asked to write a last 


message to Stephen and attach it to one of 
1,000 balloons, released near the moat. 

The family requested no flowers, but dona¬ 
tions can be made in Stephen’s name to 
Demelza House, Sittingboume. 

Demelza House was close to the youngster’s 
heart. Stephen camped in his back garden for a 
whole year in 2007 to raise more than £2,000 
for the children’s charity.

Thug's vicious 
cabbie attack 

A MAN has been locked up indefi¬ 
nitely for a “vicious” attack on a 64- 
year-old taxi driver who was left 
with serious facial injuries. 

Mark Heanan, 
23, from 

Edenbridge, will 
serve a mini¬ 
mum of three 
years, seven 
months and 
seven days after 
he pleaded 
guilty to wound¬ 
ing with intent. 
He was sen¬ 
tenced at Maidstone Crown Court 
on Friday, after the attack on 
Gordon Bailey in Paddock Wood in 
July, 2009. 

Det Sgt Miles Bishop of Kent 
Police said: “This was a vicious, pro¬ 
longed and cowardly attack. 

“Mr Bailey was in no position to 
defend himself, yet Heanan contin¬ 
ued the assault with the intention 
of causing him serious harm.” 

Heanan and a companion had 
been driven to Paddock Wood from 
Gravesend. 

As they reached their destina¬ 
tion, Heanan climbed into the front 
of the taxi. He demanded the keys 
and when the driver refused car¬ 
ried out his attack. He then ran 
from the scene with the taxi tak¬ 
ings, leaving his victim with seri¬ 
ous facial injuries.

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Farm union backs 
grocery watchdog

A FRUIT farmer at the forefront 
of a national campaign group has 
welcomed the proposed introduc¬ 
tion of a supermarket watchdog. 

Charles Tassell, from Ulcombe, is chairman 
of the Kent branch of the National Farmers’ 
Union (NFU), the main UK body for the agri¬ 
culture industry. 

Mr Tassell and fellow NFU chiefs are con¬ 
tinuing to urge the Government to pass a pri¬ 
vate members bill which would see an inde¬ 
pendent ombudsman appointed to the gro¬ 
cery sector. 

The role of the ombudsman would be to 
clamp down on alleged anti-competitive 
practices by supermarket chains and investi¬ 
gate complaints from retailers and suppliers. 

The NFU also believes an ombudsman 
could ultimately help ensure farmers receive 
fair prices. 

Mr Tassell, whose farm produces Gala 
apples, said: “A properly constituted grocery 
market ombudsman will not curb the power 
of the retailers to negotiate great value for 
British consumers but it will curb the abuse 
of market power that leads to many produc¬ 
ers leaving the industry.” 

According to Mr Tassell, a former student 
at Hadlow College, some of farming sectors - 
such as dairy - have slumped as a result of 
slashing prices to compete with supermarket 
giants. 

The NFU believes an ombudsman would 
help farmers complain about alleged unfair 
practices in private, without the risk of losing 
contracts. 

But the idea of a grocery watchdog has not 
been welcomed by the supermarkets. 

The chief executive of Tesco, Sir Terry 
Leahy, told the Financial Times he was 
strongly against the plans. 

He said: “I’m not in favour of an ombuds¬ 
man. Everyone knows supermarkets are one

of the most competitive industries. That com¬ 
petition puts power in the hands of the con¬ 
sumer. 

“In a free society, why would you want an 
ombudsman if there are no problems now as 
far as consumers are concerned? An ombuds¬ 
man would be there to protect suppliers but 
should be there to protect the consumers.” 

The proposal received cross-part support, 
except Conservative backbenchers Philip 
Davies and Christopher Chope, who both 
voted against it. Mr Davies, a former employ¬ 
ee of ASDA, said the bill would lead to high¬ 
er prices for consumers. 

However, Conservative spokesman John 
Penrose and the Liberal Democrat represen¬ 
tative Andrew George disagreed with the 
backbenchers and said the bill was about 
clamping down on price fixing. 

The bill, introduced by Labour MP Albert 
Owen, passed its second reading in the 
House of Lords on Friday. It will need to pass 
a third before it can be implemented. 


More progress in maternity battle

Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells NHS Trust boss Glenn Douglas met with Helen Grant

After the meeting, Mrs Grant, who is working with her three parliamentary rivals to 
reverse the decision, also secured a meeting between Mr Douglas and shadow health sec¬ 
retary Andrew Lansley (pictured above with Mrs Grant).

An inquest was opened 
and adjourned on Friday. 

Det Ch Insp Jon Bumpus said: 'We need to 
establish if anyone else was in the area 
between 6.30pm and 8pm, in particular any¬ 
one who may be able to help us understand 
how he came by his injuries.”

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Drivers under fire in stop check

LAW-BREAKING motorists were 
slapped with fines after they were 
caught red handed by police during a 
seven-hour stop check. 

More than 70 drivers were stopped during the 
operation in London Road, Allington - which was 
prompted by concerned calls from residents 
about vehicles ignoring the law. 

Chief constable Michael Fuller, who attended 
the initiative on Tuesday, said: “It’s very important 
that we responded to public concerns and that we 
deal with the issues that matter to local people.” 

Fifteen of the guilty motorists were fined for 
not wearing a seatbelt, six fixed penalties were 
issued for having no insurance and three drivers 


were penalised for using mobile phones. 

Two drivers have been summoned to court - 
one for driving while under a provisional licence 
and the other for having no MOT. 

Chief Constable Fuller added: “It’s a danger to 
everyone if we have vehicles on the road where 
the drivers have no insurance and I think it’s 
really good news that a large number of vehicles 
have been taken off the roads and the drivers 
forced to get insurance.” 

Warrants 

Police officers present at the multi-agency stop 
check were the central bike team, the Auto 
Number Plate Recognition department (ANPR), 
detectives and the Maidstone urban neighbour¬ 
hood squad. 

Other services present at the checks included 
the Vehicle and Operator Services Agency 


(VOSA), Maidstone council’s environmental 
enforcement officers and the Immigration 
Service. 

Together the partner agencies obtained seven 
warrants and collected £2,142 in outstanding 
fines, as well as giving £300 fines to five drivers 
who were carrying waste without a correct licence. 

Police Communtiy Support Officer (PSCO) 
Hannah Percival, who covers Bridge and 
Allington wards, organised the initiative. 

She said: “I am delighted with the success of 
the operation which was set up in direct response 
to the feedback from local residents. 

“I wanted to take a proactive and robust 
approach to those ignoring road laws, either 
through speeding, not wearing seatbelts or using 
a phone while driving and this road check has 
certainly sent a strong message that these 
offences will not be tolerated.”

DR SHUSHIL 


Q 


Tell us a bit about yourself? 



A I qualified as a dental practitioner in 2000, 
and following a two-year programme I 
gained membership to the Faculty of General 
Dental Practice at the Royal College of 
Surgeons. I have since completed Diploma in 
Implant Dentistry at the Royal College of 
Surgeons of England. 

I am a member of the Association of Dental 
Implantologists and the American Academy of 
Cosmetic Dentists, and regularly attend train¬ 
ing courses around the world. I have also 
recently completed a course on Facial 
Aesthetics at the Royal College of Surgeons. 

I live in Sevenoaks with my wife and daugh¬ 
ter. 

Q Why did you want to get into cosmetic dentistry and 
facial aesthetics? 

A Within two years of qualifying as a dentist, 
I started to become more interested in the 
fields of cosmetic and implant dentistry. 

Although I gain great satisfaction from help¬ 
ing patients with routine dentistry, the satis¬ 
faction I receive from giving a patient the 
opportunity to smile again is amazing. 

The changes I can see in a patient’s person¬ 
ality and confidence, along with the stories 
from patients on how their lives have changed 
give me an immeasurable sense of achieve¬ 
ment. Facial aesthetics was the next phase, 
helping patients reverse signs of ageing. 


Q 


Have you had such treatment yourself? 


A I have had my teeth straightened and 
whitened - after all, my smile is the best 
advertisment. I also have Botulism toxin injec¬ 
tions to soften the lines between my eye brows. 

Q What are the benefits of having cosmetic work done to 
your teeth and face? 

A Some people are too embarrassed by their 
teeth to smile. This can have huge reper¬ 
cussions in both their personal and working 
life. Many of my patients have jobs which 
require them to address groups of people, and 
they feel embarrassed, and even inhibited 
ibecause of their teeth. Some patients find that 
their smile causes them embarrassment when 
looking for a partner. Cosmetic dentistry aims 
to give patients back a natural, more aestheti¬ 
cally pleasing smile, helping to enhance a 
patient’s confidence, morale and spirits. 

With regards to facial aesthetics, I aim to 
provide patients with a younger, fresher look - 
not redesign the face. 

Q Is the finished outcome easy to maintain or would 
patients need to return regularly for more work? 

A lt is always recommended that a patient 
visits their dentist and hygienist on a six 
monthly basis. The effects of botulism toxin 
and dermal fillers usually last between four to 
six months, after which patients need to 
return for a top-up. 


Q Sometimes such procedures can cause side effects, how 
can you reassure potential patients there would not be 
a risk? 

A No medical intervention is without side 
effects or risks. However, botulism toxin 
and hyaluronic acid (the ‘ingredient’ in dermal 
fillers) have been proven safe and effective for 
the use in reducing wrinkles and lines. In fact, 
Hyaluronic acid is even produced naturally in 
the human body. 

Q You have just opened a surgery in Northumberland 
Road, Shepway, why did you choose this location? 

A I have been in this practice for the last five 
years, but we have recently undergone a 
huge refurbishment and modernisation - so it 
doesn’t feel like the same practice at all. The 
name has also changed to the Kent Smile 
Studio, which reflects our modem appearance.

Do you offer standard dentistry as well? 


A I and two other dentists provide patients 
with routine dental care, and a dental ther¬ 
apist promote the prevention of dental dis¬ 
ease, and carries out hygiene cleans and sim¬ 
ple fillings.

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Young adults 
invited to take 
chlamydia test 


YOUNG residents are being tar¬ 
geted in a campaign to highlight 
the importance of testing for sexu¬ 
ally transmitted infections. 

Thousands of letters have been sent out to 
all 18- to 24-year-olds in Maidstone to make 
them aware of the different ways they can be 
checked for chlamydia. 

The informative leaflets tells the reader they 
can text, phone, email, write or visit a website 
to request a home testing kit for the condition. 

The mail-out is part of NHS West Kent’s 
drive to make it easier for the target age group 
to be screened for the potentially very harmful 
infection. 

Ann Gamer, chlamydia screening co-ordina- 
tor for the West Kent area, said: “It is so impor¬ 
tant for all young people who are sexually 
active to have a chlamydia test, even if they 
don’t think they have caught it. 

“There are so many ways for young people to 
have a chlamydia test, and this mail-out 
makes it easier for people to discover the

screening services available for them.” 

Once a kit is received in the post, males sim¬ 
ply need to provide a urine sample and 
females a self-taken swab. 

The samples are then sent back via Freepost 
to a laboratory and results will be received 
within two weeks either by a text message, 
phone call or letter. 

If the result is positive, the patient is advised 
where they can go to get free antibiotics which 
clear the infection quickly and easily. 

Chlamydia is the most common STI 
amongst young people, with one in 14 sexual¬ 
ly active under 25s who are tested found to be 
carrying the condition. 

Seventy-five per cent of women and 50 per 
cent of men with the infection have no symp¬ 
toms, but if left untreated, it can lead to infer¬ 
tility.

Council forces sale of home 
to pay for urgent repairs 


AN EMPTY house which was crawling with 
vermin had been spruced up and sold at auc¬ 
tion for more than £110,000. 

The home (pictured), in Peel Street, near 
Penenden Heath, was seized and sold by 
Maidstone council after the owner failed to 
pay for much-needed repair works. 

It had been empty for more than 20 years 
and hoards of rotten food had attracted rats 
and other vermin. 

After complaints from neighbours an 
improvement notice was served to the owner, 
but it was ignored. 

The council was then forced to arrange and 
carry out repairs costing about £4,000 to 
secure and revamp the run-down building. 

When the owner failed to repay the costs 
for the repairs the enforcement action was 
served to seize the house. 

Cabinet member for regeneration, Cllr 
Malcolm Greer, said: “The action taken by 
the council was deemed the most appropri¬ 
ate means of bringing the property back into 
use. We had tried to work with the owner to 
improve the property, but we had no success. 

“The council’s policy is to try and bring 
empty properties back into use. Such proper¬ 
ties could provide families with a home.” 

As well as the maintenance work, the 
council paid for the property inside the house 
to be placed in storage. The cost will be 
deducted from the final sale price and the 
owner will then be entitled to the remainder. 

The money will be put into an account and 
the owner, who lives in London, will be con¬ 
tacted. 

This is the first time the council has forced 
the sale of an empty property. 



Councillor Greer added: “Long-term empty 
properties blight our communities and the 
council will investigate such matters and try 
and work with owners to bring them back 
into use, only taking extreme measures if all 
communication fails. 

“The council has certain powers to bring 
properties back into use and where appropri¬ 
ate will take such action.” 

The mid-terrace house was sold for 
£112,000 at the Clive Emson auction on 
Monday, February 22, at the Ramada Hotel, 
Hollingboume.

TECHNOLOGY used to make 
triple-Oscar winning 3D film 
Avatar is being used by a universi¬ 
ty to research groundbreaking 
ways of allowing sick children to 
leave behind life-saving monitor¬ 
ing equipment. 

The hi-tech movie approach is being used by 
researchers at the School of Engineering and 
Digital Arts at the University of Kent. 

It has snapped up a motion capture system 
and scanner to research how wireless devices 
actually work. 

Most of us know the concept of a wireless 
device thanks to our wide use of mobile phones 
and laptops. But we also know how annoying 
it is when we lose the signal. 

What this new equipment will hopefully do 
is allow the development of machines and sen¬ 
sors that don’t drop their signals. 

Once that’s done, they could be used in hos¬ 
pitals to free patients ‘tied’ to vital monitoring 
machines.

They could even be used in people’s homes. 

This new project is being run with Great 
Ormond Street Children’s Hospital in London. 

Dr John Batchelor is a senior lecturer in 
electronic engineering at the University of 
Kent. He realised a wireless system would 
allow youngsters in hospital who are wired to 
various machines more freedom to get up and 
play. 

But wireless is prone to losing connection, 
just like a mobile phone. But if this happened 
while a child was hooked up wirelessly to 
something like a heart monitoring machine 
and lost connection during a heart attack, the 
results could be fatal. 

So using a £500,000 grant from the 
Engineering and Physical Sciences Research 
Council, Dr Batchelor bought a VICON 
infrared motion capture system and a 3D laser 
Anthroscan scanner which produces 3D image 
of an entire person in a few seconds. It’s one of 
just two in the UK. 

Using the big budget movie quality system, 
he will be able to monitor exactly how wireless

radio waves ‘wrap’ around a person or object. 

His team will be able to help design a new 
breed of devices that can ‘see’ each other all 
the time, no matter what obstacles are placed 
between the sender and receiver. 

The data will be used to animate 3D scans of 
their bodies. It is these ‘avatars’, or computer- 
animated characters, that will allow the team 
to analyse radio waves ‘creeping 5 around the 
body and from this ascertain the implications 
for power and battery management on wire¬ 
less devices. 

Dr Batchelor said: “Currently, children 
undergoing lengthy observations in hospitals 
may be tethered by cables and wires for long 
periods. When I heard about this, I thought 
there had to be a way to free them and other 
patients from their attachment to machines. 

“By extension, new methods must also now 
be found to allow ill and ageing people to stay 
in their own homes, where many of them 
would prefer to be.”

HYGIENE-conscious schoolchild¬ 
ren learned how to become germ 
detectives when they spent a day 
in the life of a doctor. 

Youngsters from Brunswick House Primary 
School, off London Road, were given top tips to 
fight infection from training staff at the near¬ 
by BMI Somerfield Hospital. 

The hospital’s clean team - led by the direc¬ 
tor of nursing and quality, Katherine 
Catchpole - taught year one and year two 
classes about how germs can cause illness and 
can be easily spread, but washing hands can 
prevent this. 

Teacher Kerry Chappell said: “The health 
and safety of our pupils is top priority for us. 

“Now more than ever we are reminded of the 
importance of good hygiene in preventing the 
spread of illnesses among children, so we were 
pleased that Somerfield Hospital’s clean team 
volunteered their time to provide free training 
and materials for the children.” 

During their day at the hospital, the pupils 
were asked to take part in hygiene training 
sessions using a special hand gel that mimics 
germs and glows under ultraviolet (UV) light. 

The youngsters were put into groups and 
one child was asked to spread the germ gel on 
their hands and shake the hands of their 
classmates. 

The UV tool was then used to show the fake 
germs had spread from the first pupil to other 
four group members - leaving the budding 
clean team “amazed”. 

But, the hospital workers wanted to teach 
their group of eager learners to wash the 
germs off with soap, as it is the best way to 
make sure the bacteria have all gone. 

To reward them for their efforts, the children 


were inducted into the hospital’s clean team 
and were asked to sign their names to promise 
they will continue to wash their hands and 
teach others. 

Ms Chappell said: “The pupils enjoyed the 
activities and I’m confident they will continue 
to practise the lessons they’ve learned on a 


daily basis and at home.” 

Department director Ms Catchpole said: 
“Our team had a fantastic time teaching the 
pupils about hand washing and hygiene. 

“The pupils were keen to answer questions 
about germs and competed for the honour of 
being the person with the cleanest hands.”

FAT people are set to face a cash penalty 
when they travel as profit-hungry air¬ 
lines try to cram more people onto flights. 

Most of us may agree, but this week tall people 
came out in support of the overweight.

Making Robin Hood 
tax a saving grace 

More than 600,000 UK children 
could be lifted out of poverty this 
year by the introduction of a Robin 
Hood tax on big banks’ financial 
transactions. 

This would mean the Government 
would meet its target to halve child 
poverty by 2010 - a goal currently 


catastrophically off-track. 

The Robin Hood tax is a tiny 
charge of 0.05 per cent that would 
be levied on massive deals done 
daily by global financial institutions 
- the big banks blamed for the 
economic crisis - not on high 
street banks’ transactions with 
their customers. 

There are still 2.3 million chil¬ 
dren living in poverty in the UK. 

Recent research by Save the 
Children has revealed that severe 
child poverty actually increased by 
more than a quarter of a million in 
the four boom years before the 
recession hit in 2008, and now 
totals 1.7 million. 

As it launches its election 
manifesto, ‘Poverty Kills Childhood’, 
at the House of Lords, Save the 
Children is calling on politicians 
from all parties to back the tax, 
and to make tackling severe child 
poverty an urgent priority. 

The Robin Hood tax is so tiny 
it would practically make no 
difference to the big banks making 
billions every year. 

However, the proceeds would 
utterly transform the lives of 
hundreds of thousands of children 
stifled by poverty every year. 

UK support for the Robin Hood 
tax is growing by the day. The 
campaign is backed by celebrities 
including Bill Nighy and ‘Frank’ 
from Shameless - aka Save the 
Children ambassador David 
Threlfall. The Robin Hood tax now 
has more Facebook fans than all 
the political parties put together. 

The tax could raise as much as 
£250 billion every year. 


It would only cost £4 billion to 
lift 600,000 children out of poverty 
this year.

Time to check your 
pension plans 

With just four weeks to go until 
landmark changes to the state 
pension, residents in Kent are 
being urged to plan ahead. 

Due to major reforms this April, 
60,000 more people reaching state 
pension age in 2010 will get a full 
basic state pension. 

Women reaching state pension 
age - and there 44,500 women 
who are aged 55-59 in Kent - are 
the biggest winners. 

Nationally, some 40,000 more 
women are due the full amount 
because of changes like the 
reduction in qualifying years from 
39 to 30. 

The years men need will also be 
slashed from 44 to 30 helping 
20,000 more get the full payout. 

But in the South East more 
than half (51 per cent) of people 
approaching retirement admit 
they have done nothing to plan for 
their retirement. 

A poll by Ipsos MORI shows that 
of the over 50s in the South East 
questioned who have looked into 
their retirement options, just 64 
per cent checked how much state 
pension they will get. 

More than a third approaching 
retirement (38 per cent) say they 
haven’t even discussed their plans 
with their partner. 

To mark the countdown to the 
pension changes, the Department 
for Work and Pensions is calling on 
people approaching retirement to 
find out the facts. 

We are changing the state 
pension to make it fairer and more 
generous, so more people are able 
to build up the full amount. 

These days most of us can 
expect to spend at least 20 years 
in retirement, so it is important 
that people understand how 
these changes affect them and 
plan ahead so they can get the 
most out of later life. 

To help the younger generations 
build up a firm foundation for 
later life, a new National Insurance 
credit will allow parents and carers 
to accrue a full basic state pension. 

For the first time it will be 
possible for a carer to do this 
entirely with credits. 

To ensure the system is sustain¬ 
able for the future, the state pen¬ 
sion age for women will gradually 
rise from 60 to 65 to match men. 

In the past, millions of women 
who chose to stay home and care 
for family and children have missed 
out on pension cash in retirement. 
Next month this will change. 

The system will be fairer for 
women and carers. Nine out of ten 
women will be able to build up a full 
basic pension in their own right.

WWU fighter pilot recalls 

time turban saved his life

AS THE 70th anniversary of the 
Battle of Britain approaches, a 
Sikh fighter pilot has told how his 
life was saved by the padding in 
his turban after he was forced to 
crash-land his aircraft near Dover. 

Squadron Leader Mohinder Singh Pujji, 
one of the few Indian ace flyers in the RAF, 
crashed-landed after his plane was badly 
damaged in a mid-air skirmish. 

But he managed to get his Hurricane down 
in one piece and the young flyer crash-landed 
near the White Clifts of Dover, where rescuers 
pulled him from the wreckage, suffering from 
a bad head injury. 

Sqdn Ldr Pujji, now 91, said his specially- 
adapted turban headgear - a requisite of his 
religion - even had his RAF wings sewn onto 
it. The turban acted as a cushion during the 
crash-landing, almost certainly preventing 
the young flyer’s death. 

He told of his daring wartime exploits 
ahead of the publication of his memoirs - For 
King And Another Country - later this year. 

The RAF ace said: “The padding of my tur¬ 
ban saved me. It was full of blood. I was taken 
to hospital, but after seven days was back to 
flying again. 

“In the fight a German bullet smashed into 
my dashboard and all my instruments were

gone. I radioed for directions back to the near¬ 
est landing strip. I could see the English 
Channel beneath -1 really didn’t want to bail 
out. I could see the White Cliffs and thought 
I would make it - then the landing strip 
appeared, with fire engines around it. 

“But as I put my landing gear down, fire 
took hold of the plane. Blood was pouring 
from my head, but the six feet of wound cloth 
of my turban saved me from worse impact 
injuries. People say, ‘you claim this as you are 
a religious man’, but I really think it was the 
case. The aircraft was a total wreck.” 

Sqdn Ldr Pujji’s turban was fitted so the 
earphones could go over the top - and he even 
carried a spare in his cockpit. 

He said: “The Nazis created havoc. That’s 
why I felt I was fighting a just cause. I knew 
why war broke out and who Hitler was. 


“Britain went to war to save Europe and I 
went to war for Britain. I saw the people here 
and had admiration for them.” 

Sqdn Ldr Pujji is surrounded by wartime 
memorabilia at his home in Gravesend. 

He signed up for military duty after 
responding to an advert declaring: ‘Pilots 
needed for RAF’ in an Indian newspaper. 

After learning to fly in 1937, he was one of 
only eight pilots from the Empire colony 
deemed good enough for fighter duties. 

Arriving in August, 1940, at the height of 
the Battle of Britain, the young officer flew 
countless missions against the Luftwaffe as 
they flew sorties across southern England. 

He had another lucky escape when he was 
shot down by ground fire from Rommel’s 
Afrika Korps in the western desert. 

He said: “I didn’t know what to do. I sat on 
top of my plane and after a while saw a cloud 
of dust. I didn’t mind who was picking me up, 
Germany or Britain. I started waving my 
shirt and luckily it was the British.” 

In all Sqdn Ldr Pujji saw action in five the¬ 
atres of war - Europe, Africa, the Middle 
East, Palestine and Asia. He is the only man 
to hold that distinction. 

After the war he resumed his career with 
Shell Oil before running an aerodrome for the 
Indian government. 

Sqdn Ldr Pujji, who was awarded the 
Distinguished Flying Cross for his bravery, 
made headlines last year after campaigning 
against the BNP. He was angered by party 
leader Nick Griffin’s use of the wartime 
Spitfire to symbolise Britishness. 


A COUNTYWIDE credit union providing a 
safer alternative to loan sharks has finally 
been launched more than four months later 
than originally forecast. 

Kent Savers has been ready to begin trading 
since the end of October, but has only just been 
given the green light by the Financial Services 
Authority, which has been accused of being 
overly cautious in the wake of the recession. 

The union - which is a non-profit making 
body offering loans of between £500-5,000 - 
was officially launched at the Little Pebbles 
children’s centre in Gravesend, last week. 

Chief officer John Fowler said the location 
was specifically chosen to show families on low 
incomes that there is an alternative to borrow¬ 
ing money from loan sharks. 

Earlier this year Kent Trading Standards 
revealed it had failed to secure a single loan 
shark conviction in the previous 12 months, 
blaming it on borrowers being too scared to 
come forward and give evidence. 

Such lenders often charge exorbitant inter¬ 
est rates but the new credit union - which 
operates out of Gravesend’s Old Town Hall, 
but is accessible throughout the county - offers 
a fixed rate interest of 27 per cent. 

The union is targeted at residents who can¬ 
not guarantee earnings or have no equity, and 
has been set up at a cost of £750,000. 

A third of that figure was supplied by Kent 
County Council. 

Residents will be able to access the Kent 
Savers union at one of the county’s seven 
Gateways - in Ashford, Dover, Maidstone, 
Tenterden, Margate, Tonbridge and Tunbridge

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Stars join forces in real-life story 
of father who saved his kids' lives

THE hardest thing for any parent 
is to see their children suffer. 

John Crowley and his wife Aileen were dev¬ 
astated when they learned that two of their 
three children suffered from Pompe disease, a 
rare genetic illness that would kill them. 

Rather than give in to despair, they made a 
pact: Aileen would look after the children and 
John would quit his job as a financial consult¬ 
ant to find a cure. 

With no experience in medicine, John met 
scientists and researchers, raised millions of 
dollars and set up his own pharmaceutical 
company to produce an enzyme that would 
help his children. 

Harrison Ford read an article about the 
Crowleys in the Wall Street Journal and the 
film is based on Pulitzer Prize-winning jour¬ 
nalist Geeta Anand’s book The Cure: How A 
Father Raised $100 Million - And Bucked The 
Medical Establishment - In A Quest To Save 
His Children. 

“I thought Geeta’s book had something to 
say about personal courage, initiative, parents’ 
love and the power to overcome extraordinari¬ 
ly difficult circumstances,” says Ford. 

Ford, also an executive producer on the film, 
chose Crash star Brendan Fraser to play John 
Crowley. 

While the film compresses six years of strife 
into just 100 minutes, and the myriad scien¬ 
tists who helped Crowley are represented by 
one fictional character, Dr Robert Stonehill 
(Ford), the real-life story of Crowley’s efforts is 
much more complicated. 

Once he’d set up his biotech company and 
developed an enzyme that showed potential, 

Crowley sold his firm to Genzyme Corp for 
more than $100m so the larger company could 
get the drug tested and into production. 

But his children Megan, then five, and his 
youngest son Patrick were deemed too old to 
be tested in the first round of trials. As they got 
steadily weaker Crowley tried everything to

get them on to the drug. He secretly ap¬ 
proached a hospital about conducting a ‘sibling 
trial’, which would show how children 
responded differently to treatment. 

But when Genzyme found out, they refused 
to deliver the drug for the trial because 
Crowley worked for the company. 

Brendan Fraser, 41, who has three sons, says 
he understood how John Crowley felt. 

“When you’re a parent you can’t deny the 
instinct to do whatever you can to ensure your 
children’s health and wellbeing and, in this 
case, to see that they stay alive. 

“It’s poignant that Crowley took a great deal

of satisfaction in telling his daughter that she 
gets a shot at being an old lady. 

“Before, this heart-breaking disease took the 
lives of kids who usually didn’t make it past 
the age of eight. But through the efforts of 
John and this team of scientists, doctors, 
researchers and investors that he galvanised 
around him, he saved his kids’ lives.” 

Fraser admits he felt an “obligation to 
embody who John is” on screen, both his sto¬ 
icism and his humanity. 

“He is the one of the most principled individ¬ 
uals I’ve ever met,” he says. “But at the same 
time I had to allow him to be someone who the 


audience can identify with, not just a super¬ 
hero dad.” 

Both actors admit the experience has made 
them value their own children more. Ford, 
who has five children and three grandchil¬ 
dren, believes parenting improves with age. 

“There’s nothing like the company of young 
kids to keep you on your toes and remind you 
of the pleasure of learning. It’s exciting to be 
around them.”

THE world didn’t really need 
another panel-based show. 

We have Mock the Week, 8 Out Of 
10 Cats, Buzzcocks and a load more 
which I’ve either missed or am too 
lazy to list. 

But with The Bubble, the BBC has 
at least deviated from the well-worn 
and often boring route. 

Presented by David Mitchell, who 
for me is one of the most original 
comedy thinkers in the country, the 
show sees three celebrities 
voluntarily step into a ‘news bubble’ 
for a few days. 

This involves cutting themselves off 
from the stories that are filling the 
newspapers, internet and TV. 

Mitchell then feeds them stories, 
most of which are totally made up, to 
sift through and decide which are 
real and which are piffle. 

It’s a little like Call My Bluff,

minus the blue-rinsed duffers, and is 
actually pretty good. 

It’s amazing to see the stories that 
the guests deem to be real, but the 
world is a crazy place and it goes to 
show that you never quite know 
what bizarre stories will crop up. 

WHEN Jonathan Ross walks away 
from the BBC, it will leave a gaping 
hole in its radio and TV schedules. 

Personally I think it’s a good thing 
that his Friday night chat beast is 
lying down to die. 

This is not America, where the chat 
show is king and hosts such as Leno 
and Letterman sit in their chairs for 
decades on end. 

It seems to have run its course here 
and Ross talked more about himself 


than the guests anyway, which kind 
of defeated the point. 

However, Wossy as host of the 
Film... series, once the kingdom of 
Barry “and why not?” Norman, is a 
much better broadcaster. 

He knows his stuff and has never 
been afraid to speak his mind, which 
must be a tricky task when many of 
the stars of the latest films turn up 
on his chat show. 

I hope the Beeb will continue this 
show, which is something of an 
institution, having run since 1971. 

Ross’s knowledge of quirky cinema 
will especially be missed, as will the 
short Inside Hollywood features, 
widely praised by film fans. 

An ideal replacement for Ross 
would be Mark Kermode, probably 
the nation’s best-known film critic, 
but whether he could pull it off is 
another matter.

PETE TONG AND NIC FANCIULLI 

Friday, March 12 
The Source Bar, Maidstone 

A LEGEND of the dance world 
joins one of the scene’s brightest 
rising stars for a night of unstop¬ 
pable tunes this week. 

DJ Pete Tong is an iconic figure in Clubland 
and remains at the top of his game, 30 years 
after his first radio appearances. 

His Friday night show on BBC Radio 1 is 
still considered ‘the official start to the week¬ 
end’ and clubbers can experience his skill and 
discerning taste firsthand when he returns to 
his home county on Friday. 

Also appearing is Maidstone’s own Nic 
Fanciulli, hitting the decks in his home town 
for the first time this year. With Mark 
Fanciulli opening the night, which goes on 
until 4am, this is an unmissable party for fans 
of great dance music. 

High-profile 

Saved Records - run by Nic Fanciulli - wel¬ 
comes Tong to the county town as part of his 
UK tour and the high-profile event highlights 
the label’s continuing success. 

Bom in Hartley, Tong got involved in the 
vibrant Kent music scene of the 70s and 80s 
and played a key role in establishing an excit¬ 
ing circuit around the South East. While 
attending King’s School in Rochester, he spot¬ 
ted a D J at a school concert and immediately 
his dreams of playing in a heavy metal band 
faded away. 

From that moment on, he was determined to 
pursue a career on the decks and later had a 
fantastic time supporting the regional music 
scene. In the late 70s he joined Blues & Soul 
Magazine as a writer, before becoming an A&R 
manager for London Records, which brought 
him into contact with the new house music 
sound emerging from the US. 

Already having made appearances on 
Invicta, he went on to broadcast on BBC Radio 
Medway and Capital Radio. Tong’s first brush¬ 
es with national fame occurred when he start¬ 
ed to appear on Radio 1 to talk about dance 
music in the early 80s, before landing his own 
soul show on Invicta. The turn of the decade 
marked the start of a new era in radio history, 
as Tong began his tenure at Radio 1 with his 
Essential Selection. 

Now known as simply Pete Tong, the show is 
still the place to hear and be heard, nearly 20 
years later. 

Last year he was joined by a number of top 
guests at his weekly Wonderland event at 
Eden in Ibiza, including Lady Gaga and 
Fatboy Slim. He spent much of the year tour¬ 
ing all over the world but also found time to 
remix tracks by U2, Underworld and Cheryl 
Cole, while also acting as music supervisor for 
the British film Harry Brown, starring 
Michael Caine.

UNLIKE Prague, Berlin 
and Paris, the capital city of 
Thailand - Bangkok - has¬ 
n’t yet made it into the city 
break hall of fame. 

However, as airlines cut long-haul 
fares to beat the recession, more 
travellers are likely to find them¬ 
selves stopping off there, either as a 
curtain-raiser to the rest of this 
intriguing country or breaking their 
journey to some far flung shore for a 
dose of winter sun. 

We’d wisely chosen a hotel that 
offered respite from the city’s hub¬ 
bub, the newly-opened President 
Place Hotel in the business area of 
Sukhumvit. 

Within easy reach of the main 
markets and historic centre of 
Bangkok, it still manages to provide 
luxuriously big rooms, free wi-fi and 
a swimming pool - all from 4,000 
baht (£76) per night. 

In the company of a girlfriend, we 
decided that before hitting the 
sights, including Bangkok’s extraor¬ 
dinary Royal Palace, we needed to 
pay our respects to one of Bangkok’s 
great cultural landmarks - 
Chatuchak market. 

Open every weekend, this open- 
air, 5000-plus stall affair is well 
known among travellers as the only 
place to go for incredible bargains 
and a once-in-a-lifetime shopping 
experience. 

Although prices have gradually 
crept up to match the spending 
capacity of the more wealthy cus¬ 
tomers, Chatuchak is still perfect for 
finding cheap clothes, jewellery and 
obscure presents. 

Heaving with shoppers by midday, 


it’s best to get there early (as it’s a lot 
cooler), and accept that at one point 
you’re bound to lose your compan¬ 
ions. 

As the second most expensive city 
in south-east Asia, behind 
Singapore, it can be easy to feel a lit¬ 
tle small in Bangkok. Edifices built 
with the profits of high finance soar 
up around you, filled with luxurious 
restaurants and extraordinary 
views. 

It’s easy for those with just a few 
baht in their pocket to wander 
straight past, but don’t miss out on 
this side of the city just because 
you’ve got into the habit of spending 
£1 on lunch. 

Head to the bar at the top of one of 
the hotels. These are open to every¬ 
one and are the most perfect setting 
for a cocktail. 

Try the Banyan Tree’s Moon bar, 


which is located on the 61st floor. 

Of all the five-star hotels overlook¬ 
ing the Chao Phraya river at the 
heart of the city, none sum up the 
feelings of old-school elegance quite 
like this 130-year-old hotel, which 
has seen Joseph Conrad and Ernest 
Hemingway walk through its doors. 

Taking you back to a long-lost era 
of ceiling fans, lush indoor plants, 
wooden slatted windows and wait¬ 
ers, dinner on its charming terrace 
feels like an obligation, rather than 
a choice. 

After two full body massages, fol¬ 
lowed by a herbal steam and scrub, 
we left the grandeur of the hotel’s 
spa and hopped on to the hotel’s pri¬ 
vate boat, which took us back across 
the river for dinner, dressed in our 
newly purchased dresses. 

There are definitely worse ways to 
spend an evening.

Value for money Skoda 
winds up the Audi set 


NO FAVOURS are sought or given at 
Volkswagen, judging by the way Skoda’s 
Superb Estate bargain stacks up against 
VW posh brand Audi’s A6 Avant. 

The newcomer from VW’s Czech brand 
starts at £17,715 for petrol versions with 
generous standard kit while the German 
exec model starts at ten grand more with 
a fairly ordinary spec for openers. 

Most buyers though will surely check 
out the Superb diesel line-up from 
£18,185 also including a ‘poor man’s 
Quattro’ 4x4 version from £23,770. 



Mazda's economic 
new 6 a tax beater 

ZOOM-Zoom motor brand Mazda has 
revised its company car star for 2010. 

Dartford-based Mazda UK says the 
new-look Mazda6 hatchback and estate 
line-up (from £16,990) has been 
refreshed inside and out and Benefit in 
Kind tax, fuel economy and C02 emis¬ 
sions improved - the latter are now as 
low as 138g/km. 

Mazda UK sales and marketing chief 
Mark Cameron said: “Dynamic and 
engaging driving characteristics have 
also played a big part in the success of 
Mazda6 and they remain at the heart of 
the upgraded model.” 



Micra No4 a step up in 
the high-tech stakes 

NISSAN has taken the wraps off its 
fourth-generation Micra supermini, due 
here this autumn. 

The design does not look as mould¬ 
breaking as its predecessor, but the 
Japanese brand says the newcomer will 
break ground technically with an all- 
new three-cylinder petrol engine includ¬ 
ing supercharged, direct injection and 
ultra low-emission versions. 

It will also be offered with a highly-effi- 
cient new generation Continuously 
Variable Transmission (CVT - automat¬ 
ic) - probably a sign of where smaller 
cars are going. 

Cabin space should be good too with a 
longer wheelbase.

on its feet though, thanks to a 90 per cent 
re-engineering of the hybrid system and 
auto gearbox. 

The old 1.5-litre engine has made way for a 
new 1.8, bringing 24 per cent more power 
totalling 134bhp in tandem with the car’s elec¬ 
tric motor. 

This gives equivalent performance to a con¬ 
ventional 2.0-litre family car and addresses 
the Mark II’s Achilles Heel - poor motorway 
fuel consumption. 

Cruising efficiency is said to be up 10 per 
cent now, with an official combined fuel con¬ 
sumption of 72.4mpg. 

Driving deliberately as ‘Mr Awkward’ I 
couldn’t get near that, but I reckon I was up in 
the 50s and 60s most of the time and despite 
one high speed dash of about 80 miles, so the 
big weakness has been put right. 

The Prius also now has the lowest C02 
emissions (89g/km) of any UK family car and 
qualifies for zero road tax - the previous car 
was liable to £35/year - and can even be 
switched to EV (electric vehicle) running only, 
producing zero emissions for up to two kilome¬ 
tres at speeds up to 31mph - ideal for school 
runs and shopping trips. 


IT HAS been an uncharacteristi¬ 
cally bad year for Toyota. 

The Japanese giant recorded its first net loss 
in 59 years last May and is now embroiled in 
a worldwide recall of some three million 
Toyotas - nearly 181,000 in the UK - to sort 
out a potential risk from sticky throttle pedals. 

And now its reputation as an eco-pioneer 
has been sullied by a recall affecting the third- 
generation Prius hybrid. Some 8,500 UK cars 
will need a software upgrade by dealers. 

It’s a dramatic twist though to the everyday 
story of Prius ownership; apart from dash¬ 
board graphics you can select, showing what 
the hybrid petrol-electric powertrain is doing 
what at any given moment, you soon forget 
that this is a cutting edge piece of kit. 

For the five-door Prius (from £19,504) has 
become so mainstream, comfortable and well- 
equipped that it appeals to everyday users as 
much as well-heeled eco-warriors. 

On the other hand, it highlights how dull it 
is to drive, especially once you slip into the 
‘eco-motoring’ mindset needed to please the 
dashboard display. 

At least it looks sleeker and feels lighter

Experts predict bright 
future for landlords

Call to review strategy 
on long-term land use 


THE Government needs to over¬ 
haul the land use planning system 
to cope with future housing needs 
and the green agenda, its chief 
scientist has warned. 

Professor John Beddington has warned the 
current land use system - which dates back to 
World War Two - is not fit for purpose in the 
21st century. 

He said that many of its statutes are dated 
and far greater provision needs to be made for 
environmental concerns which were simply 
not on the agenda more than half a century 
ago when the strategy currently being used 
was drawn up. 

Acknowledged expert on environmental 
affairs Prof Beddington said post-war aims 
such as reducing urban sprawl have been met 
and that planners would now need to focus on 
problems like providing more residential and 
commercial development. 

He made his statement in a report Land Use

Futures, which was sponsored by government 
departments Department for Environment, 
Food and Rural Affairs and Communities and 
Local Government. 

Another vital factor to be taken into account 
is the overall quality of life for residents who 
will see things such as climate change have a 
lasting impact on coming generations. 

He said more development would be needed 
in the next 50 years to cope with an ageing 
population, and development needed to be 
planned to reduce pressure on transport infra¬ 
structure. 

Problems would be most acute in the South 
East, he added. 

“Business as usual is not an option over the 
long-term,” he said. “Without being smart 
about how land is used, we risk missing tar¬ 
gets, such as halting biodiversity loss. 

“The effects of climate change and new pres¬ 
sures on land could escalate, seriously eroding 


the quality of life,” said Prof Beddington. He 
said the Government needed to make critical 
choices on the priorities for land use in differ¬ 
ent parts of the UK, how to accommodate 
more development while protecting land¬ 
scapes, and how to promote use of the land 
that is sustainable. 

Prof Beddington is a specialist in the eco¬ 
nomics and biology of sustainable manage¬ 
ment of renewable resources, and has previ¬ 
ously advised UK ministers on scientific and 
environmental issues. 

He chairs the Department for Environment, 
Food and Rural Affairs science advisory panel 
and the Defence Scientific Advisory 
Committee, and is a member of the Natural 
Environmental Research Council. 

He has also advised the European 
Commission and the United Nations Food and 
Agriculture Organisation. 

Professor Beddington was awarded the 
Heidelberg Award for Environmental 
Excellence in June 1997 and was elected a 
Fellow of the Royal Society in 2001
